Reports 
are still coming in of lives

150 Chinese trapped ‘in 
three matsheds which were 
inundated in a landslide, 

A huge. hole was’ torn in 
the lower men’s prison ‘ut 
Laichikok early in the morn- 
ing and the naval torpedo 
testing base at Laichikok 
was swept awny.
